counsel of statesm en have not been able to save from the terrible 
sacrifice; 
And whereas, in this as in all things, it is our privilege and 
duty to seok counsel and succor of A lm ighty 
God, 
hum bling our­ 
selves before Him. confessing our w eakness' and our 
lack 
of any 
wisdom equal to these things; 
“ And, w hereas, it is the especial wish and longing of the people 
of tile Toited States, in prayer, and counsel and all friendliness, to 
serve the cause af peace. 
•Therefore, I, W oodrow, W ilson, president of the United States 
of Am erica, do assign Sunday, the fourth day of October next 
a 
day of prayer and supplication, and do request all God-fearing persons 
to repair on that day to their places of worship there to unite 
their petitions to A lm ighty God that, overruling the counsel of m en, 
setting straight the things they cannot govern or alter, taking pity 
on the nations now in the throes of conflict, in H is goodness and 
merc>, show ing a way w here man can see none,He vouchsafe His chil­ 
dren healing peace again, and restore 
once 
more 
that 
concord 
am ong men and nations w ithout which there can be neither happiness 
nor true friendship, nor any w holesom e fruit of toil or thought in 
the w'orld, praying also to this end that He forgive us our sins, our 
ignorance of His holy will, our w ilfulness and m any errors, and lead 
us in the paths o* obedience to places of vision and to thoughts and 
counsels that purge and m ake w ise.”

“W hys” of European W a r Moves 
Explained By Military Expert 


(By J. W. T. Mason, Former Euro­ 
pean Manager of the United Press.) 
NEW YORK, Sept. 8.— 1:30 p. rn. 
— This afternoon’s official statement 
from Paris is the first news of 
a 
French victory 
over the Germans 
since the invasion of France began. 
The action, whereby the Germans 
nave been forced to retreat, is occur­ 
ring along 
a line 
of 
seventy-five 
miles from the Ourcq river eastward 
to Vitry Le Francois, in the midst of 
which are the 
Cataluanian 
fields. 
The battle is in the angle of 
the 
Marne and Seine rivers, with Paris, 
the apex, twenty-five miles to 
the 
west. 
The Germans are being forced out 
of this angle and are being thrown 
back to the nortu toward the Marne; 
river. 
The German attempt to turn their 
front and concentrate on the allies 
from the east is thus brought to a 
standstill. 
The allies 
are proving! 
their ability to hold the ground east| 
of Paris and are demonstrating an 
ability to take the offensive when at­ 
tacked from 
the east 
instead of 
north. It is probable 
tnat 
for the 
first time since the war broke out 
the French are now working accord­ 
ing to a long anticipated plan in the 
campaign. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8.— l l a. rn.— 
The situation before 
Paris 
ought, 
strategically, to favor the allies. The 
disposition of the forces is what it 
would have been earlier in the war, 
had Germany respected the neutral­ 
ity of Belgium and invaded France 
from the east instead of from the 
north. 
The French always expected

In its essence and in Its ac­ 
tivities; in its efforts, its aspirations 
and the results it accomplishes it 
stands wholly and almost solely for 
tho general welfare and advancement 
of the toiling mass of mankind.”

The Germans took 14,000 French­ 
men prisoners and more than IOO 
guns of every description. Alsace- 
Lorraine is now reported absolutely 
cleared of French troops. 
The German offensive plans were 
well laid. 
No army that ever took 
the field was ever so mobile. Thou­ 
sands of army autos have been in 
use. 
Each regiment has its supply. 
The highways were mapped in ad­ 
vance. 
There was not a cross road 
that was not 
known. 
Even 
the 
brooks had been located. 
Nothing 
had been left to chance and the ad­ 
vance guard was 
accompanied 
by 
enormous 
automobiles 
filled with 
corps of sappers who carried bridge 
and road building materials. 
How well this worked was shown 
when Namur, which it was boasted 
would resist for months, fell in two 
days. 
The terrible work of 
these 
great Krupp weapons, whose exist­ 
ence had been kept secret, is hard 
to realize. 
One shot from one of 
these guns went through what was 
considered an impregnable wall of 
concrete and armored steel at Na­ 
mur, exploded and killed 150 men. 
And aside from the effectiveness of 
these terrible weapons Belgian pris­ 
oners with whom I 
have 
talked 
here, men who were in the Namur 
forts, declare their fire absolutely 
shattered the nerves of the defend­ 
ers, whose guns have not sufficient 
range to reach them. 
Arm ies Move Info France 
The armies of Crown Prince Fred­ 
erick William and of Crown Prince 
Ruprecht of Bavaria 
are 
reported 
here as moving 
in an irresistible 
manner into France. 
In a three day 
battle below Metz, it is declared the 
French were terribly 
cut up 
and 
forced to retreat in almost a rout. 
It is declared that in this engage­ 
ment the French lost 151 guns and 
were unable to make a stand against 
the victorious Germans 
until they 
had passed inside of their secondary 
line of defense. 
This city is one of the principal 
centers for the wounded. 
The loss­ 
es according to the wounded 
of 
both sides, are appalling. 
This is 
admitted to be the case on the Ger­ 
man side as the Germans are con­ 
stantly on the offensive and 
have 
refused to wait to besiege the

“ It makes you sick to see the way 
that the Germans literally walk in­

es shrapnel that mow down 
their 
lines and tear great gaps in them.” 
said a Belgian major who was bad­ 
ly wounded. 
“ Nothing seems to stop 
them. 
It is like an inhuman 
ma­ 
chine and it takes the very nerve out 
of you to watch It.” 
W ounded Sent Home 
Train load after train 
load 
of 
wounded pass through here. 
Pris­ 
oners as well as German wounded 
are sent to the concentration camps 
and later the German wounded are 
sent home to get. ready for further 
service. 
Although lists of dead are 
published, the last one filling three 
and one-half pages of a. newspaper 
in small type, there are not even ap­ 
proximate figures obtainable as yet 
of the number of German dead. 
Describing 
the 
fighting 
one 
wounded soldier said to me: 
“ It was indescribable carnage. We 
met hand to hand. 
It was bayonet 
to bayonet, rifles clubbed, automa­ 
tic pistols and swords. 
The 
dead 
were piled like barricades 
every­ 
where. 
Blood ran like brooks. 
It 
seemed like a horrible 
nightmare. 
Here and there in the pile of muti­ 
lated corpses a hand would move, a 
leg twitch convulsively. 
A mass of 
bloody flesh that once was a 
man, 
would m urm ur for water. 
But there 
was not time to aid. We had to fi?ht 
until we won. 
Then we tried to says 
life. 
But it was usually too late.”
